W a s h i n g t o n , December 12th.—-The Com­ 
m ittee on Federal Legislation, appointed 
by the N ational Conference of State Boards 
oi H ealth, has completed a bill, w hich em ­ 
bodies the views of the conference as to the 
best m ethod of preventing the introduction 
into tho United States of cholera and other 
diseases dangerous to the public health. 
The lirst of the ten sections comprised in 
the hill provides for a National Board of 
H ealth, to consist of tine m em ber from 
every State H ealth Board, now or hereafter 
established, to be appointed by the Presi­ 
dent and confirmed by the Senate. This 
diflers from the original Act, in th at it 
largely increases the m em bership of the 
Board, and excludes from it medical offi­ 
cers from the arm y, navy and m arine hos­ 
pital service, and law officers from the De­ 
partm ent of Justice. 
The second section of the new bill pro­ 
vides, :ls did the corresponding section of 
the original Act, for the collection and dis­ 
sem ination of sanitary inform ation, etc., 
but greatly enlarges the 
scope of 
the 
Board's powers by authorizing it to frame 
rules 
and 
regulations 
for the govern­ 
m ent of the quarantine service of the 
United 
States, and 
by 
vesting 
in 
it 
(the 
Board) 
all 
the authority 
which 
is now or may hereafter be provided by­ 
law for the control and protection of the 
public health. 
It directs the National 
Board to co-operate with local Boards as 
far as it can lawfully, and aid in the en­ 
forcement of tiie hitter’s rules and regu­ 
lations; but it also authorizes the National 
Board, upon the direction of the Presi­ 
dent, to act in the several States inde­ 
pendently, and m ake and enforce there its 
own rules, regardless of the local Boards. 
The third section relates to the regula­ 
tion of the m arine quarantine service, and 
authorizes the National Board to frame the 
rules to be observed by all vessels sailing 
from foreign ports to ports o f the United 
States, and provides that such rules, when 
approved by the President and issued by 
the D epartm ent of State, shall be enforced 
by all Consular officers and agents of the 
United States, as well as by the medical 
officers serving under this Act. 
Section four provides that any vessel from 
any foreign port, which shall attem pt to 
enter any port of the U nited States in vio­ 
lation of the above mentioned rules and 
regulations, shall be liable to process in the 
proper District Court of the United States, 
and upon conviction shall forfeit to the 
United States a sum to be awarded in the 
discretion 
of the Court, 
not exceeding 
$¡,000, which shall he a lien upon the ves­ 
sel. 
In order to show that it has complied 
with these rules and regulations, every 
vessel shall he provided with a proper cer­ 
tificate from the United States Consul or 
medical officer at the port of departure, 
who m ust be satisfied that the statem ents 
therein contained are true. 
Section five provides for a sim iiar ob­ 
servance of these rules, and a correspond­ 
ing certificate from the H ealth Officer at 
the port of entry. 
Section six authorizes the President of 
the United States in any threatening em er­ 
gency to m ake known hyr proclamation tlu* 
measures which he may think necessary to 
meet it, such as suspending the introduc­ 
tion, by land or sea, of any dangerous kind 
of merchandise, or prohibiting entirely the 
entry into United States ports of vessels 
from infected countries. 
H e shall at the 
sam e tim e convene the National Board of 
H ealth in special session, and the measures 
revised by the latter shall, upon approval 
by the President, supersede the Executive 
proclamation. 
The rem aining four sections provide for 
the collection by Consular offices of sanitary 
statistics and information in foreign ports; 
for the detail by the President oi" depart­ 
m ental officers to serve tem porarily under 
the direction of the Board w ithout extra 
com pensation; for the appropriation of 
fcyjO.OOO to meet tlie expenses incurred in 
carrying out the provisions of the h il l- 
such sum s to be disbursed under rlie Na­ 
tional Board’s direction, and by its own 
disbursem ent agents—and for the repeal of 
all Acts inconsistent with the term s of this 
one. 
A delegation of physicians and members 
of the State Boards o fllealth placed thejbill 
in the hands of the House Committee on 
Public H ealth this afternoon.

W a s h in g t o n , December 12th.—On m o­ 
tion of Ellis, a concurrent resolution was 
passed, reciting th at the exigencies of the 
public service prevent the attendance of 
Congress at the. opening of the W orld’s In ­ 
dustrial and Cotton Exposition at New Or­ 
leans ; that the President has decided to 
open the Exposition by telegraph and start 
the machinery thereofliyelet tricity from the 
Executive Mansion, in the presence of his 
Cabinet and foreign representatives, and 
members of the House and Senators. 
I he session was taken up alm ost entirely 
by a personal wrangle, principally between 
Taylor and W arner, both of Ohio, regard­ 
ing a speech of the former reflecting on the 
Pensions Committee, printed in the Record, 
hut alleged to have never been delivered. 
During the controversy W arner charged 
that Taylor’s arm y service during the civil 
war was confined to a mem bership of the 
Ohio Home Guard, and Tavlor retorted 
th at the only wound W arner ever received 
was in the back. 
A recess was taken till 3 o’clock. 
The House, at : he evening session, passed 
ten pension hills, including one granting 
$30 a m onth to Em m a De Long, and ad­ 
journed until Monday. 
T h e H a w a iia n T reaty. 
W AsitiNGTON, December 12th.—Senator 
Mitler has received by telegraph from San 
1' ranctsco a petition of 4,000 words, praying 
that the Hawaiian treaty, recently renewed 
by the President, oe ratified by the Senate.

m onths past the subject of the admission 
of American pork lit Germany has re­ 
mained in statu quo, the inhibition imposed 
by im perial decree March 6, 18.33, still ex­ 
isting, and the German m arkets m eanw hile 
having been effectively closet! to American 
producers. 
H itherto the contest against 
German discrim inations has been urged 
alone in behalf of American pork interests ;

December 12th.—The police 
have unearthed a genuine “ Fagin,” in the 
person of a Hebrew, Marx Cohen, whose 
apartm ents in M ulberry street are full of 
stolen articles obtained from buys, some of 
whom are but 0 and 8 years old. 
It came 
out on the exam ination that lie systemati­ 
cally taught boys to steal, and to bring him 
the result of their thefts. Boys who ought 
not to be out of their dresses soon became 
expert sneak thieves, and displayed won­ 
derful resources in devising m eans to steal. 
The boys, as a rule, worked in pairs, one 
helping the other out, and only one gen­ 
erally doing the stealing, while the oilier 
did all he could to distract the attention of 
the persons of a store.

I got on to a pair of lalse teeth on Canal 
street, worth $40, but I didn’t know it then, 
and give ’em to Cohen, ’cause he said they 
wasn’t w orth anything. 
H e's u bigger skin 
than you fellers think he is. 
He always 
bought everything we took him . 
Lord 
bless you, he didn’t want to ask no ques­ 
tions.”

ditions of the atmosphere which are not 
suited to our constitutions though necessary 
for the perfect development of some plants, 
but any plant th a t will endure tiie atmos­ 
phere adapted to man’s necessities, is a 
promoter of health. 
Recent investigations 
have proved th at plants in rooms have great 
sanitary value. 
Dr. Andrews, from tests 
made at C hrist H ospital, Philadelphia, 
h-s hown that plants in sleeping or sick­ 
rooms fulfill two functions, namely : th at 
of the generation of oxone and exhalation 
of vapor, by which tiie atmosphere of the 
room is kept in a healthful condition of 
hum idity, 
i t is stated that iu two rooms, 
alike in all respects, except th a t one con­ 
tained some flowers and the other none, the 
one containing the flowers was cooler l-y 
one and one-half degrees than the other. 
T he ozone thus generated by budding and 
flowering ¡.lants has been found to have 
great value, in th at it purifies the air, rid­ 
ding it of disease-breeding germs and of 
the vapors of decomposition, aud, in case of 
consumption, the benefit of ozone is shown 
in its arresting the course of the malady. 
It has also been recently stated th at 
“ Professor Mantogazza, of Pavia, Italy, 
has discovered th at ozone is generated in 
immense quantities by all plants and flow­ 
ers possessing green leaves and arom atic 
odors. 
H yacinths, mignonette, heliotrope 
and the like all throw oil' ozone largely on 
exposure to the sun’s rays. 
So powerful is 
this great atm ospheric purifier, th at it is 
the belief of chemists th at whole districts 
cii-i he redeemed from the deadly m alaria 
which infests them by simply covering 
them with arom atic vegetation. The bear­ 
ing i-' this upon floriculture in our large 
cities . ai-o very im portant. Experim ents 
have proved th at the air of cities contains 
less c me than th at of the surrounding 
country, and t ¡te thickly inhabited parts of 
cities than tiie more sparsely built, or the 
parks and open squares. 
Plants and flow­ 
ers and green trees can alone restore the 
balance ; so th at every little flower-pot is 
not merely a thing of beauty w hile it 
lasts, but has a dire- t and beneficial influ­ 
ence upon the health of the neighborhood 
in which it is found.”

1808. th e rails 
were made of m alleable iron. 
Up to 1802 
the tram way had used horses for motors, 
and, in some instances, stationary engines; 
but men’s minds had been constantly ex­ 
ercised to invent some method of draw­ 
ing cars by means other than cable or 
anim al powér. 
W att seems to have been 
the first to conceive the idea of propelling 
wheeled carriages by steam, bn! he was so 
engaged in perfecting the stationary en­ 
gine that he did not attem pt to carry out 
his idea. 
W illiam Murdock, in 1782, first 
constructed a model locomotive. 
Though 
little more than a toy, it worked success­ 
fully, and traveled so fast th at on one oc­ 
casion its inventor in vain tried to keep 
pace with it. 
In 1-802 R ichard Treve- 
thiek and Andrew Vivian, two Cornwall 
engineers, took out tlte first patent ever 
issued for a locomotive. 
All these steam 
carriages and appliances, however, am ount­ 
ed to almost nothing, so far as the public 
was concerned, and it was not until 1804 that 
any really practical locomotive was used. 
T revethick in this year built a second loco­ 
motive, in South 
Wales, which drew a 
load o fte n tons of iron ore five miles an 
hour. 
Front this date, 1804, to 1811, very 
little, if anything, was done to advance 
railroads ; time and ingenuity were em­ 
ployed to invent some means to keep cars 
from slipping when going up an incline 
plane. 
T he first really successful engine 
was invented by Gvorge Stephenson in 
1814. 
It ran six miles an hour,.drawing 
th irty tons. 
U ntil 1839 there was little 
progress m ade; then Robert Stephenson 
rmiIt the Rocket, which attained a m axi­ 
mum speed of tw enty-nine and a half 
miles, with an average of fifteen.

The origin of th e railroad is by some 
w riters believed to be unknown. 
There is 
in the British Museum an Egyptian hiero­ 
glyphic which represents slaves draw ing 
stones over a road like a prim itive tram ­ 
way. 
One w riter would have us believe 
th at a sim ilar device was known in C hina 
many years ago. \ \ hile it is adm itted th at 
printing, gunpowder and many other tilings 
were fam iliar to the Chinese before they 
were known to W estern civilization, yet it 
is highly improbable th at anything ap­ 
proaching a tramway nearer than a palan­ 
quin was known to them . 
T he earliest 
authentic mention of a railroad occurs in 
the life of Lord Keeper (Roger N orth), 
early in the seventeenth century.

1670 a double parallel line of wotxien 
beams was laid on Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 
a large cart with four rollers, drawn by 
horses, was used to tnui-qiort coal from the 
m ine to tlte river.

quickly pass away. 
Indeed, a well known 
authority has said that nothing tends more 
to restore the tone of the stomach and make 
easy digestión than a little soup. 
Within the last ten or twelve rears oat­ 
meal has become quite popular in America 
as an article of diet, yet there arc many 
who cannot relish it as usually put ujuin 
the tabh— a half-rooked, slimy mass. 
Their objections are usually, if not in­ 
v a r ia b ly , removed when the oatmeal has 
been prepared as follows: To one measure 
of oatmeal, from which the finer flour, or 
-dust, has been washed in cold water, add a 
like measure of boiling water, stirring in 
salt to suit the taste. 
Then cover the

[Correspondence Rochester Sunday H erald.) 
“ Yes. the principal topic of conversation 
here at present is the probable action of the 
in-coming administration.” 
The speaker was William M. Ashley, of 
600 Maine avenue, a man whose large and 
intimate acquaintance with prominent pub­ 
lic men here in Washington renders his 
opinion of unusual weight.

Paul Quattlebaum, of I^esville, S. C., 
writisi to (diaries \Y. bimiley the following 
letter, which we produce from the Bulle­ 
tin of tiie Kisli Commission: “ I use a 
beardless hook for two reasons. 
It can l;e 
taken from tiie mouth of a lish with greater 
ease and d "^ less injury, 
i often catch 
carp for visitors to examine, and then re- 
| turn them to their native element. They 
may also be removed to other ponds in good 
condition. 
For catching small fry Í use 
no cork ; for large fish 1 prefer one, with 
lead enough on the line to sink the book a 
few inches in the water, but they will take 
it at any depth. 
Late in tiie afternoon or 
early in the morning is the byst time of 
warm weather. 
When tiie sun is shining 
brightly, and its rays strike deep into the 
waters, the carp retires from his feeding 
grounds and remains at rest until the shade 
of the evening lures him from his quiet re­ 
treat. On warm cloudy days, when trained 
to artificial feediicr, tiie carp may be 
caught at any hour, but less readiiy about 
noon, 
it is a waste of time to angle for 
them in cold weather. 
It is well known 
that carp declines all food in freezing 
weather, and that the appetite variss 
with tiie temperature of the water to a cer­ 
tain degree. 
In my ponds, near Iaiesville, 
1 can cateh either kind of carp as above 
stated from April to December. 
1 train 
them to come to the surfa<* of the water 
for food so as to enjoy the pleasure of see­ 
ing them scramble for it. The cheapest of 
i light bread, made of middlings or shorts, 
; expressly for the fish, is what 1 use. 
The 
I same answers for baiting tiie hook ; but a 
piece of wattle, cut the right size for the 
fo-h you desire to catch, is I letter, being 
toughcr'and not easily taken from the hook 
by the fish. I first colic, t the lish together 
by throwing in a handful of small bits of 
j bread—say one-half inch square—then I 
drop in my hook, attached to a strong line 
at the end of a suitable cane, and in less 
than a minute I am almost sure to bring a 
carp to grass. 
More time is generally con­ 
sumed in putting the bait on the hook aud 
taking the fish of]'of it than in luring him 
to take the bait.

The best known 
meteor is one of 1874, which fell in Wol- 
pton, England. 
A farmer saw a

California law such a method can scarcely 
be said to be necessary, however much 
needed in other States. The Times be­ 
lieves that the Australian election system 
is the best preventive of fraud known. The 
law of that province provides, as with us, 
for a registration of electors. But it sup­ 
plements it by a registration of candidates. 
Any lawful elector who shall be recom­ 
mended by a certain number of lawful 
electors, at least ten days before the day 
fixed for the election, shall be registered as 
a candidate. While this shuts off wholly 
independent candidates, yet if the number 
of indorsers is not placed too high, why is 
it not a wise provision? 
Should any 
mar. be countenanced as a candidate 
who cannot secure the prior indorsement 
of, say, twenty citizens? 
The 
Aus­ 
tralian law further provides that the names 
of all registered candidates shall be 
printed on one voting paper; that the vot­ 
ing paper shall be printed by public au­ 
thority, at public cost, and be supplied to 
the electors in the following manner: At 
each voting place shall lie stationed an 
official custodian of the voting papers for 
that precinct, who shall deliver to each 
elector as he approaches the urn a single 
voting paper. The elector then enters a 
private stall or compartment provided for 
the purpose, erases the names of the candi­ 
dates for whom he does not wish to vote, 
and immediately delivers the voting paper, 
folded, to the person whose office is to re­ 
ceive and deposit in the urn. No voting 
pajwr but that which is so furnished by 
public authority shall be valid, and coun­ 
terfeiting tho lawful voting paper is a 
crime punishable by a severe penalty. All 
voting pajters remaining in the hands of 
the custodian when the urns are closed are 
forthwith sealed and returned to the officer 
from whom he received them, and held for 
the purpose of testing the accuracy of the 
vote delivered and counted, in case the re­ 
turn is questioned. 
It will be observed that by this system 
every voter is brought to an examination 
of his ticket, and the chances of ignorant 
voting are thereby reduced. It effectually 
shuts off ticket-peddlers, and thus relieves 
candidates and jiolitical committees of a 
heavy tax.

Ail these circumstances cause 
a constant increase in the export of wheat 
from Russia into Italy, South Germany 
and Switzerland, via Genoa, Marseilles, 
Antwerp and Rotterdam; so that this 
country is now almost entirely supplied 
with Russian wheat.” 
Referring to the decrease of the export 
of American wheat, he suggests that 
American wheat exjiorters should send out 
to Europe a competent person to study the 
wheat markets of Germany, England and 
Switzerland, etc., and the question of 
transportation from Geneva, Havre, Mar­ 
seilles, Antwerp and Rotterdam to the 
wheat centers of the interior, and form 
commercial connections with such centers 
by offering a good quality of wheat, at at 
least the same price as Russian wheat can 
be purchased fer. This is a very easy 
thing for General Cramer to say: Ameri­ 
can exporters have not neglected inquiring 
into the wheat situation, and they under­ 
stand the question thoroughly. But to 
accomplish the end sought is a matter of a 
very different and difficult character. 
General Cramer, with an enthusiasm that 
speaks of sincerity at least, expresses it as 
his judgment that American wheat may 
be cheaply transjiorted from New York, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, to any of the 
European ports named, either by sailing 
or steam vessels, and that “ by judicious 
management it may regain the command 
of the markets of England,south Germany 
and Switzerland.” 
In this connection Consul Williams, of 
Rouen, with great emphasis regrets that 
ships ladened with wheat, rice and corn, 
the United States formerly sent to that 
important interior port which so largely 
supplies Paris, now arrive in large num­ 
bers from India, I.a Plata, Brazil and the 
Black Sea, to supply a large demand, as 
Rouen is privileged by the fact that freight 
to it is brought further without breaking 
bulk, and is subjected to the least possible 
expense of the more costly modes of trans­ 
portation to the capital. He declares that 
the Northern American ports have laid au 
embargo against Rouen under the mis­ 
taken idea that the port is difficult of ap­ 
proach. 
He adds: 
“ I cannot avoid 
referring to the injury which Ihe Produce 
Exchanges of the cities of Baltimore, New 
York,and Philadelphia impose upon them­ 
selves and their countrymen by neglecting 
to remove this embargo, for I feel con­ 
vinced that it is now continued only from 
an oversight as to its existence. 1 feel 
assured that each month of its continuance 
deprives the American farmer of an im­ 
mense outlet for his grain, and conse­ 
quently of considerable profit.” 
Further on in his report he expresses 
the belief that American producers and 
manufacturers by the output of a little 
energy and the establishment of sample- 
rooms can increase our export trade in 
every line of labor-saving machines in 
which American inventive genius excels, 
or the manufacture of which on an exten­ 
sive scale defies competition. 
In October, 1SS3, Vice-Consul Dc Zicyk 
pointed out the great advantages to Ameri­ 
can trade that would How from the estab­ 
lishment at Turin of an American sample- 
room ; that city by location and trade im­ 
portance being specially inviting for such 
an exhibition.

It will not 
make much, if any, difference to the other 
States whether she conies in now or four 
years hence, when the Ivepubtiean parly 
returns to power, but it will make a great 
deal of difference to the two great political 
parties. 
Six new Electoral votes will 
cut a ficure of no small importance in the 
next Presidential election. 
It is very 
humiliating that Dakota should be re­ 
fused admission on purely party grounds. 
But the fact remains, nevertheless. If 
only the groat minds in the Democratic, 
party could prevail, the party might rise 
to the plane of exact justice, and admit 
the new applicant on her merits. For 
these men must see, what the bosses and 
whippers-i® will not, that such action 
would do far more to strengthen the hold 
of the Democratic party, to put its ad­ 
ministration in favor with the people, and 
to insure a renewal of its leasehold, than 
can }x,.-aibly be attained by the exclusion 
of the Territory. 
But the ease of Utah is a very different 
one. Here is a Territory blackened by the 
curse of polygamy fortified by the mockery 
of a religion—an institution that makes a 
jest of religion for saiieious ends. If it had 
ten times the population needed to qualify 
it for statehood it would be tinworthy ad­ 
mission to the sisterhood of States. 
But 
its chances for entry to-day are much bet­ 
ter than those of Dakota. The Mormon 
Church early announced its adhesion to 
the Democratic party, and that party in 
return has been careful to wound Mormon 
sensibilities as little as possible. It is well 
known that thc church coatrolj the local 


government, would dominate a constitu­ 
tional convention if now chosen, and name 
the Representatives and >Senators to be 
elected. These would be Democratic. Fortu­ 
nately the United States Senate stands be­ 
tween the ambition of Utah and the woo­ 
ing of the Democracy. When Utah shall 
have been purged of her sins sufficiently 
long to insure political freedom to her 
people, and not until then, should she be 
admitted. Her election law as it now ex­ 
ists is an infamy'. It requires a number to 
be set opposite the name of each voter on 
the poll-list, and the same number to lie 
indorsed uj«>n the back of his ballot 
when cast. Thus the privacy of the vote 
is wholly destroyed, the sanctity of the 
ballot-box invaded, and (be Church en­ 
abled to keep its grip upon those who 
would fain be free. With such a system in 
force no Constitution can I* made except 
by a convention chosen by the direct selec­ 
tion of the Church authorities. The elec­ 
tion system fortifies the polygamic infamy, 
and hence it must lie assailed as well as the 
the greater evil. 
President Arthur has urged Congress 
to adopt drastic regulations to force 
Utah- into submission to the laws. He 
declares that not only have the efforts 
of the past to suppress polygamy failed, 
but the crime actually increases, and 
more stringent regulations are impera­ 
tively demanded if its enlargement is to 
be checked. 
Against the adoption of 
these measures the Mormon Church will 
array all its forces, and bring into play all 
its cunning. We know from past experi­ 
ence what this means—postponement of 
legislation until the Inst days of the session 
of Congress, and then it: reference to the 
succeeding Congress, when new devices 
will lie employed to further delay action. 
The Mormons will appeal, and we fear,not 
in vain to the Democracy to stand their 
friend, and while it dare not offend the 
moral sense of the country so grossly by­ 
open alliance, yet we have every reason to 
believe it will secretly render the aid de­ 
sired. We do not therefore anticipate at 
the hands of the present Congress the ad­ 
mission of Dakota Territory, nor, for the 
same reasons, that Washington Territory 
will be permitted to enter; not do we be­ 
lieve that Utah will be admitted, but fcir 
very different reasons ; not that any more 
stringent laws will lie enacted at the pres­ 
ent session of Congress looking to the 
speedy extinction of polygamy. If there 
is such legislation, however, and it is en­ 
acted with a sincere intention of enforce­ 
ment, we will be among the first to give 
our Democratic friends full credit.

positio n o f affairs as regards indictm ents 
found by th e G rand Ju ry recently dis­ 
m issed, w ith m ore especial reference to the 
m a tter o f challenge by parties w ho have 
been held to answ er. 
It was n o t through 
oversight th at prisoners w ere not brought 
in to 
C ourt 
to 
challenge 
w hen 
tiie 
(jran d Ju ry was im paneled, but for tbe 
reason th at there was no one in custody j 
w ho hud been held to answ er before the ] 
G rand Ju ry . 
U nder the law , as it stands at 
present, parties who are exam ined by com- j 
m iltin g m agistrates and held to answ er, are j 
h eld to answ er before the Superior Court, j 
an d not before th e G rand Ju ry , and th at 
C ourt tries them on an inform ation pro 
sented by the D istrict A ttorney. 
P resum ­ 
in g th at every person w hose case is exam . 
iu ed into by tlie G rand Ju ry lias a right to j 
challenge the m em bers o f th at body for I 
bias, A. 1>. Ja n u a ry is nut alone in his 
claim to the exercise o f th at right, an d the 
o th e r persons against w hom indictm ents 
were found have th e sam e privilege of 
c cam m ing th e Ju ry in C ourt as to bias, 
hut th e difference comes in here. 
T he 
deceased ju ro r, C liatterton, only acted w ith 
th e Ju ry d uring the first four days of its 
session, an d in th a t tim e Ja n u a ry ’s case 
a n d one other were th e only m atters con­ 
sidered. 
T he o th er eases w ere exam ined 
d u rin g his absence th ro u g h illness, but 
w hile he was stili a m em ber o f the Ju ry , 
an d there does not appear to be m uch if 
an y doubt as to the legalty of tbe proceed­ 
ings relative to those indictm ents. 
T he 
m atter w hich Ju d g e A rm strong now has 
u n d er advisem ent is concerning th e claim 
o f Ja n u a ry ’s counsel that he had no oppor- j 
a m ity , ow ing to th e death o f M r. C h atter-j 
ton, to aserla in by challenge w hether th a t ¡ 
g entlem an was biased or not. 
| 
T here lias been m ore or less criticism of 
th e conduct o f the ju ry in investigating th e * 
cases o f B urns an d K evuolds, and n o t! 
doing a n y th in g in the eases of other p ar­ 
ties wiio have been charged w ith defraud­ 
in g th e State. 
D istrict A ttorney Carey 
states th at the only unoutlaw ed charges 
rem aining were those against F ran k W. , 
Gross and J. W. M cCarthy, S uprem e C o u rt' 
clerks. 
G eneral Carey had a consultation ! 
w ith C ontroller D unn relative to these i 
cases, expressing a desire to have them in- j 
v.-stigated by th e G rand Ju ry , if th a t body 
w as to act upon th e charges against B u m s ! 
m id R em o ld s, an d was inform ed th a t as j 
regarded Mr. Gross it was im possible to i 
show th a t lie w illfully refused or tieg- , 
ieeted to p ay over m oney received by liim * 
a:ei belonging to the ¡state. 
T here were I 
charges on th e books for tiling papers and j 
o th er service, the m oney for w hich had not j 
been paid into the State treasury, but it j 
could no t be proven th a t this m oney h ad j 
oeen collected, though th e C ontroller had ! 
com m unicated w ith a n um ber of persons j 
against w hom tiie charges w ere entered. ! 
And besides, one o f Mr. Gross' clerks hud ! 
adm itted th at a deiich to a certain am o u n t 
h a d resulted through his (the clerk's) error 
o r carelessness, an d absolved his principal 
from all blam e in the prem ises. 
T he law 
is such th at the C lerk ot the C ourt can be 
held liable on his bond for th e paym ent of 
nil fees charged, w h eth er collected o r not, 
but this bits not been strictly followed. 
To 
live up strictly to the law, th e C lerk could ' 
aot draw his salary a t th c e n d o f the m o n th j 
u n til he had m ade such settlem ent.

R elative to Mr. M cCarthy, Mr. D unn did I 
n o t believe it w orth w hile to proceed, as | 
lie ease had been investigated by a ¡San ¡ 
Francisco G rand 
Ju ry . 
G eneral Carey !

body and D istrict A ttorney S ullivan, and 
’e arned, in effect, that the G rand Ju ry m ade j 
a fall investigation o f th e ease, and ignored 
tiie bill, and th e C ourt to-w hich th e report j 
’.s ms m ade did not order th e case subm itted. :

T he Sacram ento M ethodist D istrict Cen 
ten n ial C onvention has been session in th is 
city th is week, in th e S ixth-strecet M. E 
C hurch. 
T h e follow ing divines were in a t­ 
tendance and took part in th e discussions : 
Rev. D rs. B enson an d S tratton, o f San 
Jose; 
Professor A. E. L asher, o f N a p a; 
Rev. M. D. Buck, Grass \ alley*; Rev*. E. 
P riddy, N evada C ity ; Rev. W . M. W ood­ 
w ard. M arysville; Rev. \Y . A. Johns. Rose­ 
ville ; Rev. C. S. H asw ell, Red B luff; Rev. 
J. W . B uxton, R ic h la n d ; Rev. J. A. B runer, 
C hico; Rev. R. E . W enk, P lacerville; and 
Rev. C. M cKelvey, Rev. H . C. C hristian an d 
Rev. E. R. Dille, of this city. 
Rev. Dr. B enson, of San Jose, was elected 
P resident o f the C onvention, an d Ilev. M. 
D. Buck, of G rass V alley, Secretary. 
A t th e opening the P resident, Rev. Dr. 
B enson, stated th a t the object o f th e Con 
vention was to fittingly celebrate tiie h u n ­ 
d red th anniversary of th e org; 
the M. E. Clinruh as an ecclesiastical o r­ 
ganization. 
In conform ity w ith th e sug­ 
gestion of th e G eneral Conference, special 
attention w ould be given to tb e cause of 
education. 
T he most notable papers of th e first day's 
session were those by Rev. J . C. B runer 
and Rev. J. \V. B uxton on th e “ H istory 
and Present C ondition of M ethodism .” 
T he M. E. C hurch was organized at th e 
C hristm as Conference, w hich m et in the 
eitv of 
HAI.TrMORK, DECEMBER 24. 1774. 
M ethodism had then had existence in E n ­ 
gland forty-five years, and had secured a 
footing on this co n tin en t eighteen years, 
b ut as y et h ad no proper C hurch status in 
th is country. 
Its m inisters w ere not o r­ 
dained and its m em bers w ere n om inally 
com m unicants o f th e C hurch of England. 
In 1784 Mr. W esley set apart and th e Con­ 
ference in A m erica elected T hom as Coke 
an d F ran cis A sbury B ishops o f tiie M eth­ 
odist Episcopal C hurch in A m erica. 
A fter a sketch of th e O xford M ethodists 
and th eir w ork, Mr. B ru n er c o n tin u e d : 
P uritan ism cam e to New E ngland to gain 
and to govern in th e nam e o f th e Lord—to 
found ail em pire. 
“ W hen the pilgrim 
fathers landed th ey first fell on th eir knees, 
and th en fell on th e aborigines.” 
T hey 
passed tw o re so lu tio n s: 
Resolved, first, 
th a t th e saints shall in h erit th e earth ; re­ 
solved, second, th at w e are th e saints. 
But 
M ethodism w as tran sp lan ted to theseshores 
in th e h earts o f tw o h u m b le G erm an im m i­ 
grants, B arbara H eck an d P h ilip Embury*, 
w ho had. no th o u g h t o f em pire. 
T hose lit­ 
tle germ s o f life dropped in th e virgin soil 
o f th e New W orld have becom e a forest 
em bow ering th e continent, its foliage till­ 
ing the sk y , an d its shade covering the 
land. 
A handful o f corn in barren soil 
shakes like L ebanon and covers h a lf th e 
earth . 
T h e first M ethodist B ishop, Francis 
A sbury. w as one o f th e greatest heroes th at 
ever trod A m erican soil. 
H e labored for 
forty-five years, lay ing broad an d deep 
THE FOUNDATIONS OF OUB CHURCH 
In this W estern land. 
H e traveled 27.000 
m iles 
on 
foot 
an d 
o n 
horseback; 
preached 
1,700 se rm o n s; 
presided over 
224 Conferences^ 
ordained 
m ore 
th an 
4.000 m inisters an d sent th e C hurch in ­ 
crease from G00 to 200,000 m em bers. 
Ilis 
salary was $G4 a year, in those heroic days 
th e trials and privations o f th e M ethodist 
itinerancy killed off all th e feeble ones and 
drove off th e lazy ones, an d those w ho re­ 
m ained w ere giants indeed. 
F rom 83 m inisters and 15,04)0 m em bers, 
in 1784. ou r C hurch has grow n u n til it now 
num bers m ore th an 4.000,000 o f m em bers 
an d ab o u t 25.000 m inisters in th e various 
branches o f M ethodism in A m erica, our 
ow n branch n u m b erin g nearly 1,800,000. 
As to tlie secret of its success, th e two 
papers read agreed in a ttrib u tin g th at to 
th e doctrines, th e fervor and zeal, and the 
self-denying lives of th e early M ethodists. 
T he M ethodist C hurch Ikls never enjoyed 
n o r asked State patronage o r support. 
It 
believes in th e 
absolute 
separation of 
C hurch an d State. 
Am i yet, w hile never 
feeding at th e public treasury, it has ever 
been an intensely loval C hurch. 
It was 
th e first C hurch th at sen t congratulations 


was devoted to th e consideration o f th e 
cause o f C hristian education.

Rev. E. R. D ille, pastor of th e Sixtli-strcet 
M. E. C hurch, read a lengthy an d able pa­ 
p er on “ C hristianity, th e C onservator of 
E ducation in tiie P ast."

The importation of truffles to this coun­ 
try ie on the in crease. 
They a re looked 
upon as a great luxury in Europe, and it is 
strange that they are not more used here. 
They are a fungous growth, similar to the 
mushroom, and are found generally in soil 
impregnated with lime, and always in the 
neighborhood of oak or beach trees. They 
ore found under the ground, at a distance 
varying from an inch to a foot, and are 
supposed to be a parasite living in their 
early stage upon the roots of trees. They 
arc oblong or spherical, and vary from the 
size of an English walnut to that of alarge 
potato. Quite frequently they weigh two 
pounds. fxitne are of a dull white color, 
but the black or brown truffle has the 
finest flavor and brings the best price. 
Their surface is rough and covered with 
excrescences resembling warts, and judg­ 
ing from the exterior they would not be 
selected as an article of food. 
Internally 
they resemble a dark-colored marble and 
are different from other known forms of 
fungi. 
But kittle is known about their 
propagation and growth. The reproduc­ 
tive portion is found in minute sacs, which 
contain a number of spores, and are thickly 
scattered through numberless small veins 
that traverse the mass in every direction. 
In growing they are not attached to any 
etlier body, lying loosely imbedded in the

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TRANSPIRATION' OF PLANTS. 


C e rta in 
C u rio u s P h e n o m e n a C o n c e rn ía 
V e g e ta b le G ro w th s. 
« 
Of all the phenomena of plants, that of 
transpiration is perhaps the most interest­ 
ing. The rieh (lew tiiat impearls a .sum­ 
mer morning with beauty, resting on leaf 
and liower and grass blade, dampening the 
country roads, and that was once thought 
to be evolved from the atmosphere, is 
))roved by 
Lite great Dutch naturalist 
Maschenbroeck to be the condensed per­ 
spiration of plants. 
The experiment was 
very simple ; he covered with a plate of 
lead the whole circumference of the root 
of a white poppy, so as to prevent the va­ 
por of the earth from interfering with his 
experiment. The plant was then covered 
with a bell glass cemented to the lead. 
After that, each morning, when the natu­ 
ralist came to visit the imprisoned plant, 
he observed that even during the driest 
night its leaves were covered with an innu­ 
merable quantity of those drops of water 
to which tlie name of dew is given, and 
that tin.' sides of the glass were covered 
with water. 
Guettard was able to decide tine amount 
which vegetable transpiration produces,, 
and found that a branch of a cornel tree 
weighing only 51 drachms, distilled each 
•lay an ounce and three drachms of water, 
double its weight, in twentv-four hours. 
The common garden sunflower is a marked 
instance of the transpiration of plants. 
Wales has proved by experiment that a 
sunflower lost by the transpiration of its 
leaves, twenty ounces of water in twentv- 
four hours. 
Iiuysch, the great Dutch 
anatomist, states that an arum which he 
kept in a green-house in the botanical gar­ 
den at Amsterdam, distilled water, drop 
by drop, from the extremities of its leaves 
in proportion as it is watered ; and another 
plant of the same family (colocasia eseu- 
lenta), edible arum, threw out little drops 
of water iu the form of a jet, that were re- 
hnled from the jiores seen on the tips of its 
cordate-shaped leaves, and from each of 
t hesc orifices from ten to 100 drops of water 
wore thrown some distance every minute. 
Pouchet mentions a similar phenomena in 
one of the green-houses of the botanical 
garden at Kouen, where an arborescent 
fuchsia rained down so much water upon 
the plants around it that it was necessary 
to remove them. 
The leaves of other 
plants, more tenacious of the perspiration 
they distill, collect it in little cu;«, which 
are seen at the extremities of these leaves; 
these, in some cases, have movable lids. 
The most remarkable plant that ex­ 
hibits this phenomenon is the famous 
.VflprTi‘hen dlstilluloria, or pitcher plant, 
found in Southern Asia. 
Its leaves dis­ 
play a linn mid-rib, which extends along 
the blade and ends in a strong cylindrical 
cup, provided with a hinged lid, which 
spontaneously opens and closes according 
to the state of the atmosphere. 
During 
the night this lid sinks down and hermeti­ 
cally closes the little vase, which then fills 
up with limpid water exhaled by its walls. 
During the day the lid is ruR.-d and the 
water mostly evaporates. The beneficent 
nepenthe has often quenched the thirst of 
the Indian lost in the burning deserts. 
In 
the marshy forests of southern America is 
found another distilling plant, the purple 
sarracenia, the structure of which is equally 
eccentric. 
Its leaves, uniting at their 
edges, 
are 
transformed 
into elegant 
amphora', the narrow opening of which is 
surmounted by an ample green auricle 
threaded with scarlet veins, to which thi* 
species owes its name. 
These enps are 
filled with pure and delicious water for the 
benefit of the travel -, and for which he 
is all the more grateful as he is encircled 
by morasses, tiic water of which Is luke­ 
warm and nauseous. 
The vegetable marvel in transpiration 
i« the weeping tree of the Canary Islands, 
w]uisc tufted foliage distils water like rain. 
Bui the rain tree, with which botanists are 
most familiar, is the tamia-caspi of the 
eastern Peruvian Andos. 
Profesor Ernst, 
the Director of the Botanic Gardens at 
t araceas, says: “ In the month of April 
the young leaves are still delicate and 
transparent; during the whole 'day a fine 
spray of rain is to he noticed under the 
tree, even in the driest air, so that the 
strongly-tinted iron-clay soil is distinctly 
moist. 
The phenomenon diminishes with 
the growth of the leaves, and ceases when 
they are full grown.” 
lie attributes the 
rain to secretions from glands on the foot­ 
stalks of the leaves, on which drips of 
liquid are found which are rapidly re­ 
newed on being removed with blotting pa- 


The gigantic gum trees, Eucalyptus glob- 
ttins, so valuable to d—troy malaria, omit 
eamphoraceous antiseptic vapors from their 
leaves that counteract the poisotu of the 
atmosphere.

But do you realize in what a 
great degree the health or sickness of the 
world may be laid to your charge? 
If the 
infant constitution, mind as well as body, 
he duly attended to, the result will surely 
lie shown in all the coming years. Give 
the little ones plenty of fresh air, whole­ 
some food, all the exercise their voting 
hearts desire, with bodies untrammeled with 
tight hands or belts. 
Let every muscle 
have free, full play at all times. 
Don’t 
dress your children so tight that it is a 
relief, like opening a prison door, to un­ 
dross them for the night. 
Wc know by 
early experience what that is, for we have 
ffflt it, and ail through our life have felt 
its efleets. 
The cost is far too groat, for 
the reward it brings is only vanity. Give 
the little ones wholesome food, plenty of 
it, and at regular periods. 
Disobey these 
rules, then disease will he engendered and 
r<*v>rt had to all the poisonous nostrums of 
the day, which serve only to allay the un­ 
c io n e s - for the time being, and leave their 
direful effects in the tender system, to be 
manifested in some other way in the com­ 
ing years. 
Keep the blood pure, not by 
lotions, soaps and powders, hut by air, ex­ 
ercise, proper food and drink. 
Ventilate 
your sleeping as well as your living rooms. 
Let in pure air, and, if at all practicable, 
let the sun every day permeate every arti­ 
cle of bedding and clothing, 
it is aston­

He says the artesian well I 
which is being sunk by the Centra! Pacific 
Railroad Company at that place bus a t- ' 
tained a depth of 2,100 feet, and is now in 
solid rock. 
Much difficulty has been ex­ 
perienced in boring in 
consequence of 
gravel, and loose earth resembling ashes, 
encountered at a great depth. 
The pipe 
originally used in the well was six inches 
in diameter, hut it proved impossible to, 
make it water-tight, and several carloads 
of heavy four-inch pipe was brought from 
the East and put iu the well. The pipe 
is now laid to the bottom—2,100 feet—• 
and as the rock at that depth is solid, 
it is hoped no further difficulty will lie 
experienced from the caving and wash­ 
ing of the ground. The rcpiping of the 
well necessitated a sus]iension of boring 
operations, but sinking lias again been re­ 
sumed, and Superintendent Chapin of the 
works, who has had much expcri n"<“ in 
wcli-ÍMiring iu Pennsylvania, is hopeful uf, 
finding fresh water eventually.

F ran k ly A ck n o w led g ed . 
There is but one comment on Mr. 
Blaine’s defeat—“ He made a gallant and 
a brilliant light!” 
Millions of freedmen 
voted against him. 
Hundreds of thou­ 
sands labored and schemed, and contrived 
to compass his overthrow. 
A score of the 
most distinguished and influential Repub­ 
lican journals in the country and many 
scores of Republican leaders seceded from 
their party and lent their efforts and their 
example to the cause of the Democracy. 
Never before in the history of our polities 
was there a Presidential candidate so ter­ 
ribly handicapped for his race. 
Handi­ 
capped by his personal and official record ; 
by the bitter animosities of powerful men 
within his party; by the Independent 
movement; by the Prohibition move­ 
ment; by the mischievous folly of such 
friends as Rev. Burt-hard;

They 
know and they acknowledge that his mag- 
nifieient intelligence, his matchless address, 
his dazzling eloquence, his inimeasurablc- 
courage, brought him within a hair’s 
breadth of achieving the victory.—[New 
Orleans Times-Democrat (Deni).

H o n e y D e w .—Professor Cot?k, of Illi­ 
nois, says: There are several varieties of 
honey dew, but none of it lulls lroni heav­ 
en, as some suppose, like manna in the 
days of old. 
I t is secreted by insects or 
plants. The commonest insect honey dew 
is that from plant or bark lice. 
Plant lice 
honey dew is sweet and palatable, but that 
from bark lice is nauseating. Another 
kind of honey dew comes from the special 
glands on the stents or leaves of plants, 
and still another from ergot, a morbid 
growth, caused by parasitic fungus, which 
attacks certain grasses. 
Most of the bark- 
lice honey is gathered in the spring before 
there are many blossoms. 
If this is ex­ 
tracted liefore the honey from the fruit 
tree is gathered, it will do no harm, but 
try to prevent its being mixed with honey 
gathered later in the season.
